E A Scheme for the Increafe of Seamen, and 
manning the Royal Navy without any 
Pref, Expence, Prejudice to Trade, or 
the leaft Encroachment on the Rights er 
Liberties of the Subject. 

HE moft ufeful Part of the Subjeés 
of this Kingdom are our Merchants 

F and Seamen ; and therefore they are enti- 

tied to the higheft Regard and Protection 
from the Government. But unlefs Sea- 
men can live happily in Great Britain, and 
are allow’d to enjoy Liberty between their 
Voyages here; how foon may they re- 
move to other Countries, where they may 
live free, and be treated with refpect due 
to their Merit ? Can it be juft, honourable 
or fafe to treat fuch a ufetul kind of Men 
like Felons or Marderers, to fearch b 

Night or Day for them, though never fo 
innocent, and to drag them by Force on 
board the Men of War, to be therein de- 
tain’d in perpetual Slavery, like Galley 

H Slaves abroad, at the Will and Pleafure of 

Commi ffioners of the Admiralty ? — Under 
thefe Circumftances can it with Prudence 
be rely’d on, that they will fight for their 
own Chains and Fetters, or for a Continu- 
ance of ¢heir own Slavery? — Po 

choie 
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thofe be real Friends to the prefent Go- 
vernment, who are for Schemes which na- 
turally tend to ftir up the Refentment of 
Seamen againft ic? 

There is no occafion to enter into a Dif- 
pute whether pre/fing of Seamen be lawful 
or not; but 
the Admiralty be invefted with a legifla- 
tive Authority to prefs all Seamen at their 
own Will and Pleafure, and to make ’*em 
Slaves, and in fearch of ’em to break open 
all Houfes by Night or Day,whenever they 
think fit; in fuch Cafe, may not Scamen, 
as well as all the Gentlemen and Peuple 


of Great Britain, be {ubjeé& to the Domi- B 


nion and arbitrary Power of .thefe Admi- 
ralty Lords? 

But let us confider whether at this time 
there is any occafion for a Prefs of Seamen 
to be eftablifh’d ; for ifnot, why fhould 
not the Law of the Land remain as it is, 
without any fuch A&t of the Legiflature, 
which, as fome apprehend, may affect the 
prefent Liberties or Rights of the People ? 

If there hath been any want of Seamen 
thefe four Months laft paft; for what rea- 
fon hath the Prince of Orange of 70 Guns, 
and the Superbe of 60, Jain ufelefs in the 
Harbour of Lishon, ever fince the Begine 
ning of November laft? From thefe two 
Ships might have been taken a confiderae 
ble Number of Seamen for compleating 
the Crews of other Ships. 

If there be any. Want of prefent Hands 
to mann any of the Ships of War now at 
home, that Want, with saa Eafe and 
Expedition, may be fupply’d without the 
Addition of ome fingle Seaman, by the fol- 
lowing Scheme. 

The Number of Seamen on board ev’ry 
Man of War is, at leaft, one half more 
than is neceflary for the Navigating-part 
of thé Ship, and for affifting Landmen in 


ould the Commiffioners of a 
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Men of War, are propos’d to be the young 
eft, fhorteft, oa ott active of our Post 
Soldiers, to be drawn out of all the Regie 
ments. 
It may, perhaps, be objected that thefe 
em, having never been before at 
Sea, may be fick and unfit for Service. 
To which, I anfwer, that a Sea Sicknefs 
is generally of fhort Duration ; that ma- 
ny are never Sea-/ick; and that thefe 
young Land Soldiers will be growing e- 
very Day more into Seamen ; {fo that in 
a very ine time, they will become able 
Seamen ; and, by a prudent Diftribution 
of them on board the Men ot War, they 
may be enabled, in Conjunction with Seae 
men, to anfwer and. do all Services necef> 
fary on board the Fleet ; and according to 
the Stations and Voyagés of our Meniof 
War, thefe Landmen may be appointed 
in proper Proportions and Numbers, in 


Cthis or the like Manner ; for thofe Men 


of War, which are intended for Homes 
Service, as to be Guard- Ships for Harbours, 
or to attend, for {ome time, for the Proe 
tection only of St. George’s Channel, a late 
ger Proportion of Landmen may be ape 
poinced ; and for thofe Ships, which are 


D to be Convoys or Cruizers, or tor foreign 


Service, a lefs Number of Landmen may 
be alotted. ~The Landmen on board the 
Ships for the Home Service and Attendance 
may probably become Seamen, in a rta- 
fonable Degree, before any occalion may 
requ're them to go abroad. Is it more 
difficult for a Soldier to load or fire off a 


E Gun, or pull a Rope of a Ship, than for a 


Landman to learn the Duty and.Office of 
an Admiral without going to Sea ? 
Another farther Adyantage will attend 
this Scheme, as to our Security. If any 
real Invafion fhould happen, and if occae 
fion fhould require it, the Landmen may 


the Fighting-Part. Every Merchant Ship F be immediately remanded to their former 


is obliged to take a Crew fufficient for 
the Navigation thereof ; and the Number 
of Seamen_on board a Man of War, bythe 
prefent Ufage, is about fix times as many 
as generally are ufed in trading Vefféls of 
the fame Barthen in time of Peace. If 
therefore there fhould be allow’d to a 
Man of War treble the Number of Sea- 
men as are ufually on board a Merchant 
Ship of the fame Burthen, can any reafon- 
able Man apprehend the Jeaft Want of 
Sailors on board the Man of War to exe- 
cute the navigable Part of it, and to per- 
form all that is neceflary to be done by 
mere Seamen? The other Half of the Crew 
might be Landmen to affilt the Seamen, 
for the Management of the Guns, and for 
the fighting Part. 

The Landmen to be put on board the 


Service on Land ;..and hereby the King- 
dom may be more effectually protected 
and defended by this.Mixture of Seamen 
and Landmen, than if the whole Crews 
of our Men of War for guarding our 
Coafts were actually able Seamen ; and by 


Gthis Mixture of Seamen and Soldiers, the 


Harbours and Coafts of our Enemies may 
be more eafily annoy’d than by Seamecn 
cnly. 

This Mixture of Seamen and Lancmea 
is not pretended to be new. France and 
Spain now take this Method: Marines 


py have been lately ufed in England; and 


Reafon demonit:ates the Urility and Be- 

nefit of them under a right Regulation. 
The only Objeétion co it in our-Nation 
was, that by different Commanders on 
board the Men of War, fome tor the Séa- 
: men 
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gmén, and others fcr the Landmen, Dit- 
putes among the Officers arofe,which were 
of ill Confequence ; but that Mifchief is 
prevented by the prefent Scheme. 

We do not propofe rhat thele Land Sol- 
ders put on board the Men of War fhouid 
be under the Command of any Land Of- 
ficers, beyond Serjeants and Corporais ; 
bar that all of them may be deem’d as 
Seamen in the loweft’ Degree, and may 
have the fame Pay as the loweft of other 
Seamen have, or fomething lefs, for the 
firft Year ; after which they may, with 
great Juftice, be deem’d able Seamen ; otf 
at lealt Seamen fufficient to be mix’d with 
Others who are more experienced. The 
Serjeants and Corporals may have Pay 
fuited to their refpe&tive Pofts, and may

Difcipline for Land Serviee, if Occafion 
fhould require it. 

Should this Scheme be put in Pra@tice, 
it is very manifeft and clear, that there 
would be every Year an Increafe of Sea- 
men equal to the Number of young Land- 
men put on board the Man of War; fo 
that hereby the Royal Navy of Great

mén; would actually become a grand Nur 
fery'of them, and would be always ca- 
pable not only of feeding irfelf, bur of 
fupplying Merchantmen with Sailors bred 
on board the Fleet.

tional Number of Seamen to mann our 
Navy at home, or any Ships, which now 
are or may within a fhorr Time be put 
into Commiflion, as the Number of Seas 
den already on board thefe Ships; I 
mean, fhould we ftippofe thar the Num- 
ber of Seamen on board our Ships of 
War now at home’ fhould amount to 
19,000 Men, it cannot be conceived that 
there is an Occalion to add 10,000 Men 
more, for manning compleatly all our 
Fleet at home, either now in Commiffion, 
or intended fhorrly {0 to be.

This Scheme will alfo prevent Embargees, 
and the Charge and Burthen on Trade 
in taking out Protections ; it will likewife 
enable bold Adventurers to man out Pri- 
vateers, at their own private Expence, 
and at their own private Rifque ; fince a 
large Number ot Seamen, under this 
Scheme, will be left for thefe. Purpofes ; 
and hereby the Wages of Mariners in ge- 
neral will be vaftiy ‘reduced, and our 
Tracie with greater Convenience may be 
carry’d on with much lefs Expence. 

Bot the principal Advantage propofed

AS the Requeft cf the Parliament is 
of too great Importance to be either 
granted or refufed without long Delibéra- 
tion, We have thought it neceffary to at- 
tend your Highnefs a fecond time, that 
this great Queftion, after having been on 
both fides attentively confider’'d, may at 
Jatt be diligently difcufs’d, and determin’d 
with that cantion which is always to be 
ufed, where the happinefs and tranquility 
of the publick is evidently concent 
That the title of King is not abfolute- 
ly and phyfically neceffary to government, 
will be readily admitted ; for, if govern- 
ment can fubfift an hour, or a day with- 
out it, no man can affirm that it is abfo- 
furely: neceffary:  Neceffity in this fenfe 
has no place in political tranfaGions. Laws 
themfelves are not abfolutely ne- 
Fines ceffary, the Will of the Prince 
may fupply them, and the wifdom 
and vigilance of a good Prince make a 
people happy without them. Natural ne- 
ceflity allows no room for difpuration, be- 
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C Fines 


therefore vary according to the variou$ 
opinions of rhofe that make them; but 

when made they are all obligatory 
Fines and inviolable. There is therefore 

no neceffity from the Divine Come 
mands either of accepting this title, or re- 
fufing it ; there is nothing in the name of 
a King either facred as fome have had the 
weaknefs to affert, or Profane as others 
have bor pe with no ‘better feafon. 
The neceffity on either fide muft therefore 
be accidental, and arife from circumftan- 





ces and relations. And furely the prefcrip- 
tion of many hundred years, the authori- 
ty of the law, and the approbation of the 
people, are circumftances that will confti- 
tute the higheft degree of political ne- 
ceffity. 
That Monarchy under the title of King 
has all the fanétion that antiquity 
Glynne can give, is too evident for controe 
verfy, but it may perhaps be que: 
__ ftioned how far the fanétion of an- 
tiquity deferves to be regarded. The long 
continuance of any practice which might 
have been altered or difufed at pleafure,

fore in all debates of this kind, by necef- 

fity, moral neceffity is to be underftood, 

which is nothing more: than a high de- 

oe of Expedience, or inconteftable rea- 
ons of preference. 

That the title of King is in this fenfe 
neceflary to the government of thefe na- 
tions may perhaps be proved, but an at- 
tempt to prove it feems in the prefene 
ftate of the queftion fuperfluous, becaufe 
the requeft ot the Parliament is in itfelfa 
Reafon futficient to over baliance all that 
has been urged in oppofition to it. And it 
may theretore be rather requir’d of your 
Highnefs to prove the necefliry of reject.

the difcontent that will orgy by 
a total alteration of our conftitution, and 
the apprehenfions which a new power, 
or new title, muft certainly create; a ti- 
tle of which the import is unknown, and 
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thofe that complied, pleaded no other 
reafon for their conde, than 
Broghit neceffity, a reafon which can 
laft no longer, fince that necefiy 
is now at an end. 

Nor can it be wonder’d, that thofe 
whofe lives have been laid out upon the 
ftudy of the laws, have conceived the 
ftrongeft ideas of the necefliry of this 
title; a title fuppofed by the jaw fo effen- 
tial to our conftitution, that the ceflation

fem to be entirely fufpended, and to 
wait for the decifion of this Queftion; a 
Queftion which I cannot yet think of 
fo much importance as it is reprefente 
ed and conceived. 

The arguments produced in the laft 
conference, I fhall not wafte time in re- 


is fufficient to give validity to any admi- 
niftration, and to add dignity to any tie 
tle, without the concurrence of ancient 
forms, or the fanétion of hereditary pre- 
judices. 

All government intends the good of 


p the people, and that government is there- 


fure beft by which their good may be 
moft effectually promoted ; we are there- 
fore, in eftablifhing the chief Magiftracy 
of thefe Kingdoms, chiefly to enquire, 
what form or what title will be moft 
willingly admitted, and this difcovery be- 
ing once made, it wil] eafily be eftablifh- 
ed by a fingle A& of Parliament, cone 
curring with the general defire of the 
People. 

It may indeed be urged, that in reject. 
ing the title of King, I deny the requett 
of the Parliament, and treat the Repre- 
fentatives of the People with a degree of 
difregard, which no King of England ever 
difcover’d. But let it be confidered how 
much my ftate differs from that of a le- 
gal King, claiming the Crown by inhe- 
ritance, or exalted to fupreme authority 
by the Parliament, and governing by fix’d 
laws ina fettled eftablifhment. I hold 
the fupreme power by no other title than 
that of neceffity. I aflimmed the authori- 
ty with which I ftand invefted at atime 
when immediate ruin was falling down 
upon us, which no other man darft ate 
tempt to prevent, when oppofite factions 
were rufhing into war, becaufe no man 


F durft interpofe and command peace. 


What were the dangers that threaten’d 
us, and upon what principles the facti- 
ous and difobedient attempted to inter- 
rupt the publick tranquillity, it may not 
at this time improper to explain. 

The Parliament which had fo vigorouf- 
ly withftood the encroachments of the 
regal power, became themfelves too de- 
firous of abfolute authority, and not only 
engrofs’d the legiflative, bue ufurn’d the 
executive power. All caufes, civil and 
criminal, all queftions of property and 
right, were determined by committees, 
who being themfelves the legiflature, were 
accountable to no law; and for chat rea- 


peating, becaufe they were little different }] fon their decrees were arbitrary, and 
from thofe formerly produc’d, only gra- 
ced with new decorations, and enforced 
with fome new inftances. With refpe& 





their proceedings violent ; opprefiion was

Parliament, a tyranny which was equally 
illegal and’ oppreffive. 


hen, after their dangers and labours, C 


their battles and their wounds, they had 
Jeifure to abferve the government which 
they had ¢ftablifh’d at fo much expence, 
they foon perceiv’d that unlefs they made 
one regulation more, and crufh’d this ma- 
ny headed-tyranny, they had hitherto vene 
tured their lives to little purpofe, and had, 
inftead of afferting their ewn and the 
people’s liberty, only changed one kind 
of ilavery for another. 

They therefore diffolved the Parliament 
which wou’d never have diffolved irfelf, 
and that the nation might not fall into 
its former ftate of confulion, intreated me 
to aflume the fupreme authority, under 
the title of Preteer ; a title which implies 
not any legal power of governing in my 
own right, but a truft confign’d to me for 
the advantage of another ; this truft I 
have faithfully difcharged, and, whenever 


the means of fettling the publick fhall _ 


be found, am ready to give an account 
of it, and refign ir. 

The neceflity which compelled me to 
accept it, was, indeed not wholly pro- 
duced by the illegal refolutions of the 
Parliament, but was much heightened by 
the ungovernable fury of wild fanaticks 
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or ignorance, without appeal. Every 
man was then to commence legiflator : 
For to make laws, and to interpret them 
for his own ufe, is nearly the fame. 

Another fer of men there was, who 
were yet more profefledly for invefting 
every man with the power of determin- 
ing his own claims, and judging of his 
own aétions; for, it was among them 
a principle fix'd and uncontrovertible, 
that all magiftracy was forbidden by 
God, and therefore unlawful and detefta- 
ble. 

It is unneceffary to fay what muft have 
been the ftate of a mation, in which ei- 
ther of thefe parties had exalted them- 
felves to power, and how ufefully that 
man was employ’d, who ftepping on a 
fudden into the feat of dominion, had

them.

There fhould be 
Liberty to export that Commodity, provided 
two or three Searchers were appointed on 
Oath to examine the worficd at fome Pub & 
li¢ Hall in London, on an appoinsed Day 
once in a Week, and to receive one Half.

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THE Remonftrances and Intreaties of 

the Queen of Hungary, at feveral 
Courts, have not produc’d one Regiment 
to her Aijitance ; fo rhat the Pruffians go 
an fucceisfuily in Silefia, and have taken 
great Glozaw by Storm. As this was a 
defperate Attempt, the following parti- 
cular Account, by a Praffian Officer, is not 
to be omitted. 

The 7th Inftant at Night, Prince Leo- 
pold of Anhalt Deffau, who commanded 
the Blockade, received Orders from the 
King to attack the Town, according to a 
Plan concerted with his Majefty. Next 
Day the proper Difpofitions were made, 
and about Eight ar Night the Troops be- 
gan to put themfelves under Arms, at 
1o they reach’d their feveral Poftsa Mile 
from tiie Town, and then, with the great- 
eft Order and Silence marched to theFoor 
of the Giacis by 12. Immediately the 
Troops advanced to th 
leaping over them, threw themfelves in- 
to the cuver’d Way, fome fmall Detach- 
ments running tothe Right and Left to 
difarm every Enemy they could find. 
We were now expofed to, and the Town 
alarmed hy the Enemy’s Fire, burt this 
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a Captain and 52 Men of the Garrifon; 
Our Men at firft thought of retreating, 
but foon recovering their Spirits, they, 
like Defperadoes, attack’d them, calling 
out to them to lay down their Arms

nefs of the Night, and the Panic they 
were feiz’d with having undoubtedly mul- 
tiply’d their Foes in their Imaginations, o- 
beyed ; and three of our Grenadiers 
ftood Centry over them, while the fourth 
brought a Reinforcement. 

While the Grenadiers were clearing 
the Ramparts, the Battalions enter’d the 
Town by the Avenues the former had 
made, and all was finifh’d an hour 
after Midnight. Our Force amounted to 
only 4 Battalions, and 18 Companies of 
Grenadiers, and we loft in the AGion 2 
Commiffion Officers, 3 Subalterns, and 
33 private Men. The Generals Wallis 


Pallifadoes, and Cand Reyski, with the Garrifon confifting 


of 1065 Men, including Officers, were all 
made Prifoners of War, and no Diforder 
happened, Murder and Plunder being 
both prohibited.

But thefe Difficulties 
we qtickly furmounted, and Prince Leo- 
pod with the Margrave Charles, and five 
or {ix others, firft got t» the Top of the 
Courtine; they were foon followed by a 
Battalion, and four Companies of Grena- 
diers, one of which feized a Baftion on 
the Right, while another did the fame 
on the Lett ; and with rhe reft we advan- 
eed to the Cafe on the Left. We were 
under a Neceffiry to break down the Gate 
behind which the Generals Wallis and 
Reyski had by this Time pofted themfelves 
with their Grenadiers ; who, as foon as 
we made fome Holes in it, faluted us 
with a Shower of Bullets, which killed 
tour Msn. Bat Prince Leopold cauliag 
the Fire to be return’d, General Reyski 
yeceived two Wounds in his Belly, the 
G:enadijers fied, and General Wallis was 
obliged to follow them.
